VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue keel plate of anew Russian armorclad, the 
Admiral Sinavine, was laid at St. Petersburg in the 
Admiralty Dock-yard April 21. 

Work on the Detroit in preparation for going 
into commission, is being pushed with all speed, 
and it is likely that this fine craft will be on her 
station sometime during the summer. 

THE sailors of the U.S.8. Philadelphia entertained 
detachments of 40 men each from the different for- 
eign men-of-war at dinner on board on May 9. All 
hands thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 
=ITauytis to put in hand atorpedo cruiser of the 
Pa pe (846 tons), at the Cravero Yard, and 
of a cruiser of the Lombardia type (2,500 tons), at the 
yard of Orlando Brothers. 

THE French second class cruisers Chasseloup Lau- 
bat and Friant were launched, respectively, at 
Cherbourg and Brest April 17. Thev are sister ships, 
designed by M. Lhomme, and the Bugeaud, which is 
of the same type, is in hand at Cherbourg. 

It isreported in the English service journals that 
the British Admiralty is so well satisfied that the 
Nueve de Julio is the fastest cruiser afloat, and that 
she is an exceptionally efficient vessel, that they in- 
tend to build several cruisers like her. She carries 
@ much heavier armament than British cruisers of 
the same size. 

THE various reports which are coming from our 
officers who visited the foreign men-of-war during 
the review or at Hampton Roads, are unexpectedly 
favorable to the ships of the United States fleet. 
The vessels of the New Navy are found to compare 
favorably with anything the nations of the Old 
World have sent over. 

In consequence of the large number of full-term 
men who have recently accepted their discharges 
it will not be necessary to drop any of the additiona 
men enlisted to complete the complement of shi 
participating in the naval review. In fact, the 
quota of 9,000 enlisted men and boys is still several 
hundred below the authorized quota. 

THE vrompt arrival of the British man-of-war 
Partridge April 24, at Nassau, Bahamas, the vessel 
having been despatched to this place from the 
naval rendezvous at Hampton Roads on April 19, 
overawed the disorderly elements and prevented a 
repetition of the conflicts between the rioters and 
the police which occurred April 15 and 17. 

Firty Marines and the majority of the crew of the 
U. 8.8. Michigan have been detailed for duty in 
connection with the World’s Fair, the former for 
guard duty with the Government exhibit—10 being 
assigned especially for the protection of the valua- 
ble historic documents furnished by the State De- 
partment, and the sailors to duty on the brick bat- 
tlesh'p Lilinoijs. 

THE sailors of the U. 8.8. Atlanta entertained the 
sailors of the British man-of-war M ne by a 
dinner on May 8.

Tue New York Sun reports the British Admiral 
Hopkins as saying after his visit to Cramps: ‘The 
New York is a splendid fighting ship. With her 
comparatively small tonnage they have managed 
to so some very good things, some things that we 
haven’t done on the Blake, which has more tonnage. 
She is really a magnificent ship, and I am frank to 
say that she has more splendid features than the 

lake, and is much better protected. That armor 
tucked around the guns is a great feature. No 
other cruisers that I know of have such protection. 
There isno protection for the guns on the B 
except the one-inch casements. The Blake has 
only about 100 tons of armor, which I think- is quite 
enough for any cruiser—anuy cruiser of her tonnage, 
that is. The specialty of cruisers is speed, as they 
are not expected to fight battle ships, and therefore 
don’t need to be heavily armed. The other ships 
are scarcely far enough advanced for me to have 
much of an idea of their fighting qualities, but I 
was very much pleased with the general appearance 
and form of them.” The German officers were 
delighted with what they saw, and spoke with 
considerable enthusiasm of each of the vessels. 
Capt. Kirschoff and the naval constructors, in 
- king of the workmanship on the New York, as 
they saw the vessel in the dry dock, declared that 
they had never seen such smooth, fair un er-water 
work, and added that she was the most perfect 
fighting ship they had ever seen. ‘“‘None of your 
passenger boat about this,” said Capt. Kirschoff.

In its last number the London Engineer says: 
“ We complete in this week’s issue our illustrations 
of the propelling machinery of the United States 
protected cruiser Olympia. On the two-page plate 
given with our issue of April 7, and on page 410, we 
reproduced sections and plans of the machinery, 
while engravings of the engines were given on the 
two-page plate, and on page 455, with the issue of 
April 14. We reproduce now, on page 610, drawings 
of the boilers and pumps. The vessel was built at 
the Union [ron Works, San Francisco, and was 
launched on November 5 last. Her length on 
water line is 340 ft., breadth 53 ft., and designed 
draught 21 ft. 6 in., the displacement being 5500 tons. 
The proposed speed is 20 knots, which is to be 
reached with the engines exerting 13,500 indicated 
horse-power. The armament consists of four 8-in. 
breech-loading guns, ten 5-in. quick-firing guns, 
twenty-four 6-pounder rapid-firing guns, six 
1-pounder rapid-firing guns, and four gatiings. 
There are six torpedo tubes. The coal capacity is 
1300 tons, the endurance at 10 knots with full coal 
supply Leing 13,000 miles. The ‘sustained sea speed’ 
is put down at 19 knots. The cost, exclusive of 
armament, and excluding any premium that may 
be paid for increased speed, is not, according to the 
Appropriation Act providing for the buuldi of 
the vessel, to exceed $1,800,000. The ‘bids’ of 
contractors were opened on June 10, 1890, the 
arrangement being that the vessel should be com- 
pleted in the spring of this year.”

CONCERNING the criticisms of the appearance of 
the marines during the recent Naval parade in New 
York in undress uniform the officers of the Mariae 
Corps in Washington confirm our statement that 
inadequate appropriations for clothing is the cause 
of the unfortunate spectacle. In consequence of 
the lack of funds it has not been possible to pro- 
vide all the marines with the new full dress coat. 
This 1s particularly true with the men on board ship 
who have revently arrived from foreign stations. 
While some of the men of the Naval review fleet 
had their full dress coats, it was deemed unwise to 
have two kinds of uniform represented, and it was 
accordingly decided to have all hands wear the un- 
dress uniform. By a tight squeeze a sufficient sum 
will be available from the current appropriation to 
permit the deficiency to be supplied, and the au- 
thorities hope to have all the men supplied with 
the new full dress coats within a month or two,

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THE PRESIDENT’S IDEAS ON PROMOTION. 


In the appointment of Medical Inspector J. Rufus 
Tryon as Surgeon General of the Navy, to succeed 
Surgeon General Browne, retired, the President 
deals a heavy blow to seniority, but he brings to 
the head of the corps a popularand able officer in the 
prime of life who has some radical views as to what 
is needed to bring the Medical Corps up to the 
highest state of efficiency. Doctor Tryon was 
strongly endorsed by ex-Secretary Whitney and 
Secretary Lamont. This appointment gives addi- 
tional currency to the report that the President 
will not appoint any one to the head of a bureau of 
the War or Navy Department who has not four 
years to serve on the active list. Successors to all 
the chiefs of bureaus of the Navy Department will 
be appointed during the present administration, 
beginning with the Surgeon General just appointed. 
The next to be made will be the Chief of the Bu- 
reat of Equipment, which becomes vacant May 13. 
As the question of sea duty has a bearing on the 
appointment of the Navy bureau chiefs, it is diffi- 
cult to determine who will be the first on the eligi- 
ble list, especially with those bureaus to which line 
officers are appointed. In tne Medical Corps the 
officers who have lost all chance of ever reaching 
the head of theircorps are Medical Directors Blood- 
good, Dean, Gihon, Wales, Gorgas, Kindleberger 
and Wells. In the Engineer Corps the first officer 
on the list of Chief Engineers who will have a full 
term of four years to serve from the time En- 
gineer-in-Chief Melville’s term expires, August 9, 
1895, is Chief Engineer Louis J. Allen, who does 
not retire until February 23, 1902. In the Pay 
Corps Pay Inspector C. H. Eldridge will be senior 
officer, having four years to serve from the time 
Paymaster General Stewart’s term expires, May 16, 
1894, 

The rule of appointing as heads of departments 
only officers who have at least four years to serve 
would shut out from promotion in the Adjutant 
General's Department Colonels McKeever, Vincent 
and Greene and Lieutenant Colonel Wood, Colonel 
Ruggles being the first on the list who will 
have four years to serve after General Williams 
retires. Quartermaster General Batchelder retires 
July 27, 1896, and the first officer now on the list 
who will then have four years to serve is Lieuten- 
ant Colonel M. I. Ludington, Colonels Tompkins, 
Bingham, Hodges, Chandler and Lieutenant Colonel 
Sawtelle going out in the meantime. In the Sub- 
sistence Department Major 8. T. Oushing is the 
first on the list, having four years to serve after 
General Morgan retires in January, 1897, @olonels 
Sullivan, Barriger and Lieutenant Colonels Wilson, 
Bell and Gilman retiring in the meantime. 

In the Medical Department of the Army Colonel 
J. C. Bailey is the first on the list who will have 
four years to serve after General Sutherland retires 
May 29, though Colonel ©. T. Alexander, Oolonel 
Bailey’s immediate senior, falls only twenty-six 
days short of the required term. In the Pay De- 
partment Lieutenant Colonel George E. Glenn will

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board, consisting of the following named officers, 
assembled on board the New York at the League 
Island yard on Wednesday, May 10: Admiral Geo. 
E. Belknap, Commander P. H. Oooper, Oom- 
mander 0. F. Goodrich, Lieut. Commander J. N. 
Hemphill, Lieut. T. 0. McLean, Lieut. K. Niles, 
Lieut. L. L. Reamey, member and recorder; Lieut 
Henry McOrea, Easign W. W. Buchanan, Ensign 
T. Washington, Naval Constractor J. Feaster, Na- 
val Constructor J. J. Woodward, Uhief Engineer J. 
W. Thomson, Chief Engineer I. R. McNary, and 
Ohief Engineer J. H. Chasmar. 

After the examination of the vessel in the har- 
bor shall have been completed, she being weighted 
to a mean draft of twenty-four feet, the Board will 
proceed in her to the vicinity of Oape Ann, Mass., 
for the purpose of determining her speed by runs 
over a measured course forty nautical miles in 
length, beginning at a point to the eastward of 
Cape Ann and running in aN. E. direction to a 
point opposite on the eoast of Maine. 

The vessel will be run over the measured course 
designated above twice, or, in case the contractors 
should be dissatisfied with the results obtained, 
they may make a second series of runs, and may 
select any two consecutive runs in opposite direc- 
tions, made on any one day, as the official trial of 
the vessel, provided the required conditions are 
complied with. The commencement of the four 
hours’ continuous run should be so timed as to 
equalize the effect ot the tide for the ran in both 
directions, and the steam must not, under any cir- 
cumstances, be even partially shut off while the 
vessel is off the course for the purpose of securing 
a better result while on it. In addition to the offi- 
cial determination of the speed of the vessel by the 
method above described, the Board will, for the 
further information of the Department, ascertain 
the same by such other means as may be practi- 
cable. 

The U. 8. S. Bennington and Vesuvius and the 
tugs Leyden, Fortune and Nina have been placed 
at the disposal of the Board to render such assist- 
ance as may be necessary during the trial, and the 
commanding . officers of those vessels have been 
directed to report to the Board at once for instruc 
tions as to the indication of the ends of the line of 
run, and such tidal observations as the Board may 
deem desirable. Such other vessels as may be avail- 
able for the purposes will also be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Board for its assistance in connection 
with the trial.

Tue Edinburgh Review for April couples toge- 
ther Captain Mahan’s ‘‘Influence of Sea Power 
upon the French Revolution and Empire,” and Ad- 
miral Colomb’s Essays on Naval Defence in an arti- 
cle for which they furnish the text. Ohief atten- 
tion is given to Captain Mahan’s book, the English 
being especially delighted that a foreiguer should 
be found so appreciative of England’s naval pesi- 
tion and of the brilliant history of its marine. This 
work is given place over its predecessor by the 
same author because of its importance to the states- 
man, the administrator, the ship owner, the mer- 
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—. a 
chant and the tradesman, equally with the naval 
officer. It ** is throughout a splendid apotheosis of 
English courage and English endurance, of Eaglish 
skill and of Eaoglish power, the more splendid, the 
more glorious, as these are put forward not as 4 
matter of boasting or of laudatiofi, but philosophic- 
ally, scientifically, as illustrating propositions in 
naval strategy or in commercial war.” ‘‘ In the 
highest and best sense Captain Mahan’s book is,” 
we are told, ‘‘a treatise on the philosophy of his- 
tory, of history teaching by examples.” The de- 
tails of the disorganization of the French Navy at 
the time of the Revolution ‘‘ have never been better 
told in English than they now are by Captain 
Mahan.” The principles pon which the destriuc- 
tion or protection of comnierce depend are the 
sate now as they were a hundred years ago, or as 
they will be a hundred years hence. ‘If they have 
hitherto been but half understood, it is that they 
have never before had such an able and intelligent 
exponent.” Such are some of the words of praise 
with which this able work is greeted. Each of the 
two numbers of the current volume of this ancient 
quarterly has been occupied with the review of an 
American book, that for January having contained 
the article on Church's Life of John Ericsson. Mas 
han’s volumes are occupied with the glory of Eng- 
land’s achievements in the closing years of theera of 
sails and seamanship; Church’s are devoted in part 
to a description of the change to the era of steam and 
steel. What the change betokens no man can yet 
say. All we know is that, as Oaptain Mahan has 
shown, the principles of naval warfare established 
by the experience of the ablest leaders still survive 
for our guidance and instruction. 











THE polyglot character of the accomplishments 
of the average American Navy officer was never 
more strikingly illustrated than during the recent 
events connected with the Naval Review. One 
officer was detailed as the cicerone of the Duke of 
Veragua, on account of his perfect knowledge of 
Castilian ; another was on duty as the guide of the 
German officers desirous of getting an inside view 
of our Naval affairs, while still another Navy man 
was in constant attendance on the Russians to see 
that their inquiries were satisfactorily answered in 
their own tongue. It may not be generally known 
that the papers which for various reasons are re- 
ceived almost daily from all parts of the world are 
translated by the regular details at the Bureaus 
where received. The oaly language in which the 
services of a translator outside of the Navy De- 
partment are called into requisition is the Chinese. 
There are several Navy men familiar with the Ja- 
panese language, and an officer now on duty on 
the Asiatic station is said to be perfecting himself 
in the language of the mandarin. 





SPEAKING of the naval shore parade, the New 
York Times says: 


If we are to judge by the careful deduction made by un- 
prejudiced and unbiased cfiicers, the American battalions, 
while sbowiag a distinctiveness thoroughly their own, were 
certainly not up to the standard of drill efficiency and gen- 
eral smartness and snap illustrated by the commands sent 
ashore by the Russians, Germans and British. (t seems in- 
disputable that not only did the Germans, Russians and 
British show superioricy in infantry work aod general bear- 
iog over the naval brigades of the United States, nut the 
very control exercised by the officers of the former oom- 
mands was superior to that exhibited by the officers in 
cbarge of the American battalions. Waoen the British bat- 
talions in the same parade marched past the review stand at 
City Hall Park it was observed that, aside from the mid- 
shipmen accompanying the battalions, a couple of British 
officers were deemed sufficient to exercise control of one 
hundred or more men. ‘To & great exteat the petty officers 
appeared to have immediate control of the lines. Ia the 
American battalions, on the other hand, it was observea 
that for every thirty-six men there were as many as three 
officers, and seldom less than two, in charge. Certain it was, 
also, that the number of petty officers in the American com- 
mands were fully as numerous as were to be seen in the 
British commands. From what can be learned it is un- 
questionably true that the men of the British fleet and 
tnose of the German and Russian forcesare drilied more 
assiduously than are the men in the American squadron, 

Are our men drillea sufficiently to meet the requirements 
which modern service calis for? It is, perbaps,a fault of 
the American naval system that the high istandard of in- 
struction imparted at Annapolis makes a bore of drill work 
ofall sorts to many of our officers, and the very fact that 
the British officers from boyhood up obtain their naval 
schooling aboord abip and become practical from the very 
start is, doubtless, an advantage which the American sys- 
tem of instruction cannot impart, 


As we have already expressed our opinion con- 
cerning the sailors and marines taking part in the 
shore parade, it 1s not necessary to comment uporm 
this statement further than to call the attention of 
the Times to the list of foreign officers commanding 
the blue jackets, which we giveelsewhere. This list 








is official, as in every case the names have been fur- 
nished by the officers commanding the foreign ves- 
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sels mentioned. Comparing this list with that pub- 
lished last week, we find that the proportion of 
officers to men in each of the naval commands was

We omit the French, as the list of officers in their 
case does not appear to be complete. It will be ob- 
served that these figures do not bear out the state- 
ment of the Times. Including field and staff offi- 
cers, there was one officer to twenty-three 
men in the American contingent; excluding the 
field and staff, the proportion was one officer to 
fifty-two men. 


ANOTHER revolution, American interest at stake, 
and as usual no American vessel anywhere near the 
scene of the trouble. This is the plight we have 
been in with all the late Central and South Ameri- 
can revolutions. Surely this late Nicaraguan revo- 
lution ought to convince the new Administration of 
the importance of having a naval policy—a policy 
which will insure the presence of American men of 
war at points where they are most likely to be 
needed. When the true state of affairs became 
known in Nicaragua the officials lost no time in or- 
dering the Atlanta from New York to Georgetown 
on the east side and the Alliance from San Fran- 
cisco to Comito on the west side, but, as usual, 
neither vessel was ready to sail for several days 
after the orders were issued. The authorities, we 
have been told, contemplate a general redistribu- 
tien of the ships now that the review isover. The 
Nicaraguan incident will perhaps give an impetus 
o the movement. 














CAPTAIN Buisson, of the French Cavalry, is the 
inventor of a “ hippometer ”’ for measuring the dis- 
tance covered by a horse. The instrument resem- 
bles a watch, and like the ordinary pedometer, it 
works by the stepping of the animal. 








Tuer New York Sun, in a vigorous article, points 
out that “the mischief that sometimes comes of ex- 
perimental meddling with established rules is illus- 
trated by the act passed last winter, which prohib- 
ita the re-enlistment of privates who have served 
ten years or are more than thirty-five years old.” 








Mayor Harrison, of Chicago, in proposing a 
toast to the visiting foreign naval officers on Sa tur- 
day last, is quoted as saying: “‘To your various 
Kings, Queens, Emperors and Presidents; to the 
peace and prosperity of all your several natione, 
and, when you gentlemen go from bere on your 
mission throughout the world, I sincerely hope that 
those missions may always be of the same peaceful 
nature as the present one. Wherever you may go in 
any part of the world, remember the City of Chi- 
cago! It is the centre around which the whole 
universe revolves.” 








Tur New York Tribune waxes facetious on the 
subject of the attractive power of the naval officer, 
saying: ‘“ The summer resort without naval offic ers 
is a pretty tame sort of place; and though papa may 
foot the bills, the summer girl is very apt to decide 
where they shall be incurred. With the summer girl 
absolutely refusing to go to any hotel which does 
not advertise ‘young naval officers fresh every 
week,’ or ‘ the most gorgeous warship officers on the 
coast,’ the interior hotel managers will have to be- 
atir themselves in some way.” I.usuggests that * it 
would be as easy to build a brick warship among 
the mountains as on the shore of Lake Michigan. 
The manning of a mountain resort brick vessel 
might be more difficult. Of course it is foolish to 
waste space, not to mention the wear aud tear on 
the plant and the proofreaders, in saying that brick 
officers would be out of the question.”’ Concluding, 
the Tribune says: “ These artificial warriors might 
pass muster at some of the cheaper resorts, but not 
at the first-class places. Clearly we must have the 
genuine thing in officers and the Government must 
furnish it. As to the power of the Government thus 
to parcel out its naval officers, there seems to be no 
question. It lends its [adians to ‘ wild west’ shows, 
and we don’t know why it cannot lend its naval offi- 
cers to needy hotel owners. Not, of course, that we 
would draw any comparison between the gorgeous 
paval officer and the somewhat plain savage; but 
the generous Government is supporting both of 
them, one with small salaries and the other with 
India rabber beef and cotton blankets, e0 we cannot 
seejwhy it may not dispose of them as it sees fit, so 





To judge from reports in the dailies the Sons of 
Confederate V eterans appear to be more belligerent 
than their fathers, which is saying a good deal. 
Their organization in New York is reviving the 
horrors of the civil war when brother was divided 
against brother. The difficulties are charged to social 
distinction,but why should these prevail among men 
who have drank out of the same canteen ? St. John’s 
motto, “Little children love one another,” is now the 
order of the day, and it should be inscribed upon the 
walls of the Confederate campin Fifth avenue. If 
this locality is too suggestive of social distinctions, 
let the camp move to some more humble cottage, to 
the end that brotherly love may prevail. 








Tae Journal of the Military Service Institution 
for May is of the usual excellence and gives 
proof of the carefulness of its editors, Major W. L. 
Haskin and Lieutenant J.C. Bush. Part first con- 
tains ‘The Evolution of Modern Drill Books,” by 
Captain Mande, of the British Army; ‘* The Knap- 
sack and the Army Shoe,” two very important 
factors, by Captain W. E. Dougherty, Ist U.S. In- 
fantry; “Military Misconceptions and Absurdities,” 
by Captain James Chester, 3d U. 8. Artillery; ‘“‘The 
Post Mess,”” by Captain M. C. Foote, 9th U.S. In- 
fantry, a timely article, as there are at present vari- 
ous Opinions as to which is best for practical pur- 
poses, the company mess or the general mess; 
“Cavalry Drill Regulations.” by Adjutant W. H. 
Smith, 10th U. 8. Cavalry; “The Flag of Truce,” by 
Captain G. S. Carpenter, 14th U. 8. Infantry; “ Ap- 
prentice School for the Army,” by Captain Guy 
Howard, A. Q. M.; “Military Uses of Photography,” 
by Lieutenant A. Williams, R. Q. M., 34 U.S. In- 
fantry, and “ Target Practice,” by Lieutenant J. E. 
Brett, 24th U.S. Infantry. The “Comments and 
Criticisms’ are all excellent and timely, and the 
“Reprints and Translations,” ‘ Military Notes,” 
and “ Reviews and Exchanges,” which form the 
second part, form an interesting portion of the 
volume. The historical sketch in this number is 
“The Medical Department, U.S. Army,” by Major 
Charles Smart, Surgeon, U.S. Army, an officer very 
competent to handle his subject. We nvute that of 
the original articles in the May number, one is by a 
foreign officer, one by a cavalry officer of our own 
Service, one by an artillery officer, and six by in- 
fantry officers, including Captain Howard, who has 
but recently passed from the infantry line to the 
staff. 


Post CHAPLAIN G. W. Simpson, U.S. A., has done 
a material service to his corps and to the Army at 
large in the preparation and publication of a ‘“‘Man- 
ual for U. 8. Army Chaplains.”” In a modest pre- 
face the reverend author saysit was undertaken 
with the hope of being of some assistance to his 
brother chaplains, and to all others into whose 
hands it may fall. Nothing of exactly this kind has 
ever before existed, and therefore no help could be 
procured from any like book or pamphlet. It is 
valuable for the reason that many things pertain- 
ing to chaplains are arranged in condensed and 
convenient form. {t is sincerely hoped that it will 
prove to be the nucleus of a more elaborate book 
inthe future. The) Army regulations governing 
the appointment, duties, etc., of Army chaplains 
are very thoroughly collated, and not the least in- 
teresting portion of the work are brief contributions 
from Army officers interested in the moral welfare 
of the soldier. Chaplain Simpson himself contrib- 
utes some pointed and timely remarks on the qual- 
ifications and duty of Army chaplains, Chaplain 
T. W. Barry gives some practical “Hints on Meth- 
ods of Work,” one of them being that a “Chaplain 
should carefully avoid meddling in military affairs; 
although he is in the military service, he is, in no 
sense a military man; his mission in the Army is 
precisely what it would be out of the Army.” And 
Major General O. O. Howard demonstrates in a few 
kindly words how easy it is, if only the wish and 
will be there, to have adequate religious instruction

BECENT DEATHS. 

Nava. Constructor Grorce R. Bouss, U. 8. N., 
retired, dropped dead May 6, while walking in La- 
fayette Park, Washington, D.C. He was appointed 
assistant naval constructor in 1869, promoted naval 
constructcr in 1875, and retired Oct. 22, 1887. The 
funeral took place on Monday. There was a large 
attendance of Naval officers, and all the attaches of 
the Bureau of Construction of the Navy Depart- 
ment were present, including Chief Constructor 
Wilson and Co nstructor Hichborn. 

LIEUTENANT COLONEL Ey McCLELuan, Deputy
